meeting to be held in the Selectmen's Office, attended by 
Selectman Andrews; 

• Friday, March 30 at 6:00 pm - Finance 
Committee (FinCom) will meet with the Board of 
Selectman in regards to the budget. 

Selectman Andrews read aloud two letters that 
the board sent out to two firefighters. Commendation 
letters were sent to Nathan J. Sylvia and Henri H. 
Renauld, Jr. for being recipients of the "Real Hero's 
Award" sponsored by the Red Cross. Both firefighters 
were nominated for this award for their acts of heroism 
during a house fire last December at Leisure Shores. 

Correspondence was also sent out on behalf of the 
Selectmen authorizing the temporary location of a 
factory -built home in a Railroad Avenue parking lot. 

There was one piece of incoming correspondence 
for the week, and it was the notification that there will be 
a MMA Regional Update Meeting held on April 20 from 
8:00 to 9:30 am at the Daniel Webster Inn in Sandwich. 

Next on the agenda, Selectman Andrews 
presented his fellow board members with his findings 
regarding a Tax Relief Fund. Following the approval of 
the two school renovation projects, many senior and 
disabled residents on fixed incomes were concerned with 
the impact the tax hikes would have on them. It was 
discovered that a state statute that offers tax relief does 
exist and it is a relatively simple fund to implement. 

To adopt such a tax relief, the town would need to 
designate a place on its municipal tax bills, or to the 
motor vehicle excise tax bills, whereby taxpayers may 
voluntarily donate and pledge an amount of money. 
These monies would establish aid to the elderly and 
disabled taxation fund for the purpose of defraying the 
real estate taxes of elderly and disabled persons of low 
income. Any amounts donated would be deposited into a

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designated account. A volunteer committee would be 
formed consisting of a chairman, a treasurer, and three 
town residents and would be appointed by the Board of 
Selectman. This committee would then be able to accept 
applications from such residents in need and dispense the 
funds according to need. 

Such a Tax Relief Fund has been implemented in 
Freetown and has "worked out quite well," according to 
Selectman Andrews. 

The board is unanimously in favor of sponsoring 
an article that would place this issue on the warrant of a 
future Town Meeting.

Public Access Board who notified her that D&D 
Enterprises will resume their work at the wharf this week. 
He stated that he is awaiting an engineer's report, without 
which, the remaining work cannot be done. The report is 
in regards to the steel and concrete wall, and if it is 
approved the contractor will proceed. The contractor is 
still hopeful that the project will be completed by May 1, 
and is willing, if necessary, to work Saturdays in order to 
meet this deadline. 

"Let's hope once they get all of this preparatory 
work done" the rest of the job will go quickly, Chairman 
Lambalot said. 

Selectman Denham raised his concern over the 
potential for damage on the wharf. His concern is that 
water is passing through underneath the parking lot, and 
along with it water that eventually is passed through 
under the wharf, which could cause a collapse. Therefore, 
noting the potential for this damage, the board agreed to 
have Town Counsel draft a letter to the Public Access 
Board notifying them of this potential hazard. If anything 
were to happen in the future, the board would expect 
some kind of assistance — financial or otherwise — to 
help resolve the problem. 

The only appointment of the evening was with 
Water /Sewer Superintendent William T. Nicholson, 
Water /Sewer Commissioners Donald Linhares and Peter 
Perkins, and architect Joe Booth regarding an update on 
the proposed water /sewer building project. Following a 
well-attended Zoning and Planning Board Meeting on 
March 15, in which many residents voiced concerns over 
the project, the gentlemen updated the plan which they 
feel will address many of concerns that people have.

also take on that responsibility with the board's approval. 
The board unanimously voted to appoint Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock as Marion's Chief Procurement Officer. 

"There have been some changes in the 
(procurement) threshold limits under state law," Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock said. "The new thresholds are higher ... 
up to $5,000 you can use 'good business practice,' from 
$5,000 to $25,000 you need to obtain three quotes, and 
over $25,000 you need to go through a formal bid 
process." 

Chairman Winters asked that Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock draft up a memo regarding these changes and 
send it out to the various town department heads. "Those 
issues come up a lot at meetings," he said. "I can't tell you 
how many times we've had to explain the (procurement) 
process." 

Selectman Schaefer next wanted to discuss future 
plans for the managing and scheduling of events at the 
Marion Music Hall — a job she's been doing for the past 
two years but will no longer be able to after leaving office 
next month. 

"I feel it's time to have a part-time, paid position

we ever made an official appointment," Selectman Cutler 
said. "I'd also suggest that (Highway Surveyor) Jeff 
Eldridge be ex officio member." 

Ms. Adams finished by saying she was working 
with Laurell Farinon to pursue a grant to help fund tree 
plantings around town. "We'll probably just do memorial 
donations and contributions to get started," she said, 
adding that the town won't immediately qualify for a 
grant award. "It has to be a municipality that applies for 
an historic grant on municipal property. In this case, 
(we're starting with) church land. We're just going to start 
in the center of town and 'branch out.' We'll be looking 
for donations." 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Katherine Church 
of the Rochester Council on Aging (COA) to discuss 
upcoming events and the acquisition of a temporary van 
from Coastline Elderly Services. 

Ms. Church first invited the board to attend a 
"multigenerational" performance by singer Ruth 
Harcovitz to be held at the First Congregational Church 
on Thursday afternoon, April 5 at 1:00 pm, sponsored by 
the COA. 

"What we're really here for is we've been offered 
the use of a van (from Coastline Elderly Services) until we 
get one of our own," she said.

ours is a 1974 and needs constant repairs," said COA 
member Jean Armstrong. "That van is not good for a 
handicapped person. Unfortunately, the (new van) 
agreement has to be between the town and Coastline 
Elderly, but the Council on Aging has funding to 
reimburse the town. We'll keep our van on the road as a 
backup ... but it really is not in very good condition for 
anyone who needs handicap transportation." 

"Coastline told us the only thing we need to do is 
maintain the van and pay for the insurance," Ms. Church 
said. "I think it's a very generous offer ... they did the 
same thing for Mattapoisett and Marion."

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptable to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

our responsibility," Selectman Ryan said. "You have two 
elected officials and one employee ... my concern is where 
the breakdown is in this process. For us to sit here and try 
to play judge and jury with two elected officials and one 
employee is a little ridiculous. I'd like to recommend that 
we have (Mr. Huntoon) sit down with the three people 
involved to determine what ... the problem is." 

Mr. Huntoon agreed to meet with the three and 
see if he can mediate their concerns. Otherwise, "if they 
disagree with my findings, they can come back to the 
Board of Selectmen," he said. 

• Met with resident Tony Sol who wanted to 
know about the policy and procedure for applying for 
residency at the Annie Maxim House in Rochester. It was 
Mr. Sol's understanding when the facility was first 
opened that preference would be given to Rochester 
residents. Mr. Sol knows a Rochester man who has 
qualified for admission and has not yet been approved.

proposed by-law had been in place? 

Another by-law change being proposed is to extend the 
general business district on the north side of Route 6 from River 
Road easterly 1,854 feet to a depth of 200 feet. This type of strip 
zoning is unsound in this day and age. Do the people of 
Mattapoisett really want us to begin looking like East Fairhaven? 

Uncontrolled business growth along Route 6 in 
Fairhaven has already resulted in nine full-stop traffic lights in a 
1.75-mile section of that highway, a motorist's nightmare. 

Instead, ought not we be looking toward Marion where 
in recent weeks taxpayer money was used to purchase wooded 
acreage on Route 6 adjacent to the Mattapoisett town line and 
abutting acreage owned by the Mattapoisett Land Trust. That 
action will keep that land free of any kind of development 
forever. The move was intended to preserve some of the town's 
wooded land and its rural character. 

Upcoming zoning issues should be of concern to all of 
Mattapoisett's residents. While Aucoot won its battle, who says 
those living at Crescent Beach or on the Neck or in 
Tinkhamtown or even the village won't have to face the same 
issue some day under any new cellular tower by-law? 

Those who say they won't be attending Town Meetings 
because there are no issues are simply wrong. The future 
direction this town is going to take on zoning seems to be in the 
balance, whether they know it or not. 

And where, oh where, is the long-awaited 
implementation of the town's Open Space and Master Plans?

Don't waste another rainy day. 
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I've always loved music and relish playing my favorite runes 
as I'm writing, driving or just relaxing at home. But I have to 
confess a certain amount of indifference when it comes to 
contemporary artists and styles. And I'm feeling guilty about it — 
mostly because it's a sign that I've crossed that proverbial 
"generation gap" and can no longer relate to what Britney Spears, 
The Backstreet Boys, or Korn (and other bands who can' t correctly 
spell their own names) are doing. I grew up with a steady diet of 
"classic rock," pop and blues, and still gravitate towards those 
artists which have now become my "oldies." 

So it's refreshing these days when I do, in fact, buy a new CD 
which excites me. In fact, I seem to have hit upon a hot streak of 
late and thought I would share my recent compact discoveries for 
your own consideration ... a sampling of something old, something 
new, something reformed, and something blue. 

• Old - My Holy Trinity of 
classic 70s rock acts includes 
Kiss, Alice Cooper, and one of 
the most-underrated and 
influentialbandsofthatperiod: 
Cheap Trick. Incredibly, the 
original foursome just 
celebrated their twenty-fifth 
anniversary with the release of 
the double-disc set appropri- 
ately titled Silver, and it's a 
treat from start to finish. The 
session was culled from a single 
anniversary concert staged in 
the band's hometown and 

E roves that like most great rock bands, their true essence can only 
e captured live. This is more than just another live disc, however, 
and it's not a retread of their now-legendary Live At Budokan 
album, either. There's a healthy mix of acoustic and new 
arrangements of tracks spanning the band's entire career including 
"I Want You To WantMe," "Surrender," "Dream Police," "Voices, ' 
and "The Flame" ... and a new orchestrated rendition of "Time 
Will Let You Know," a rare Robin Zander solo number that 
cements the lead singer's reputation as one of the finest voices in 
rock. Silver is a valentine to longtime fans of Rick Nielsen, Robin 
Zander, Bun E. Carlos and Tom Petersson — a stripped-down, 
no-nonsense quartet that has endured the test of time. 
• New - Occasionally a new 
artist will strike my fancy, and 
back in '95 I picked up Poe's 
debut Hello, mainly on the 
strength of the single "Angry 
Johnny." It was a competent, 
entertaining disc but I didn't 
find myself replaying it much 
over the five-year interim. It 
probably also explains why I 
wasn't overanxious to pick up 
her sophomore effort, Haunted, 
which was released late last 
year, until now. I'm sorry I 
didn't act sooner because I've 
been unable to get the CD out of my office player. An eclectic mix 
of influences and styles, the album is quite simply the most 
infectious and touching homage to a departed father since Pink 





Floyd's The Wall. The CD works as deeply moving concept album 
centering around Poe (who obtained her childhood nickname 
from a gothic get-up at Halloween decidedly inspired by Edgar 
Allan) and her finally coming to grips with the death of her father. 
The intervals between songs contain the sampled voice of her dad 
from previously-discarded lecture tapes which paint a truly 
"haunting" picture of how the artist grew up first in her father's 
shadow and then being inspired by his own passions for art and 
music. It's difficult to pick favorite songs since the entire disc is 
truly an ensemble piece, but the title track "Haunted," "Control," 
and "My Pretty Baby" are easy contenders. 

• Reformed - One of the 
Boston-based acts I've followed 
for some time is Juliana 
Hatfield, whose double discs 
Total System Failure and 
Beautiful Creature were among 
my favorite releases of 2000. 
Now she's back with her 
progressive bandmates The 
Blake Babies for God Bless the 
Blake Babies, a new and 
spontaneous reunion which 
has spawned an addictive set 
of a dozen tracks that reaffirm 
why this band had such 
breakout success in the late 1980s. Like Hatfield's own heavy- 
rock departure on Total System Failure, the new Blake Babies CD 
benefits from a collaborative, band effort and all three original 
members (Hatfield, John Strohm, and Freda Love) share writing 
and lead vocal duties on the album ... along with some welcomed 
assistance from friend and Lemonheads' founder Evan Dando, 
who duets with Hatfield on "Brain Damage," one of the disc's 
best tracks. Other highlights: "Baby Gets High," "Nothing Ever 
Happens," and "Waiting for Heaven." Despite a nearly-ten-year 
separation and the fact that all three former bandmates had active 
solo careers, this spontaneous reunion sounds fresh and vibrant 
and hearkens back to a time when "alternative" and "progressive" 
meant something. 
• Blue - Although former Dire 
Straits frontman Mark 
Knopfler may not instantly be 
categorized as "blues" ... his 
trademark licks certainly can 
be and he makes a welcomed 
return with Sailing to 
Philadelphia, a wonderful new 
solo session which showcases 
some of the guitarist's best 
work in years. Reminiscent of 
Making Movies (which remains 
my all-time favorite Dire Straits 
album), the new solo CD boasts 
a sparkling clean sound in which Knopfler's searing guitar cuts 
through the mix and takes front and center stage with his subtle 
vocals as mere window dressing. There are catchy melodies 
throughout, but the standouts include "What It Is," "Silvertown," 
and the title track duet with James Taylor. Sailing to Philadelphia 
is one of those rare finds: an album which serves equally well as 
both a primary diversion or as pleasant background music. 
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working independently by May 

Mr. McAssey is a graduate of the US Army

The following bylaw changes which were accepted at the Annual 
Town Meeting which convened on November 13, 2000, have been 
approved by the Office of the Attorney General, and are published 
herewith in accordance with current regulations. Claims of invalidity 
of any of the amendments to the bylaw by reason of any defect in the 
procedure of adoption or replacement may only be made within 
ninety days of the second publication (March 29, 2001) or June 27, 
2001.

Article SI: 
ArticleX 

Amend the Zoning By-laws by taking the following actions regarding 
Section 11, Definitions: 

(1) Deleting in its entirety the definition for Restaurant and substitute 
the following new definition, Restaurant: A building or portion 
thereof, containing tables and/ or booths for at least two-thirds (2/ 3) 
of its legal capacity, which is designed, intended and used for the 
indoor sales and consumption of food prepared on the premises, 
except that food may be consumed outdoors in areas designed for 
dining purposes, which are adjuncts to the main indoor restaurant 
facility. The term "restaurant" shall not include "fast food restau- 
rants" or "drive-in restaurants." 

(2) Deleting in its entirety the definition "Restaurant, Fast-food" and 
substitute the following new definition: "Restaurant, Fast-food:" An 
establishment whose principal business is the sale of pre-prepared or 
rapidly prepared food directly to the customer in a ready-to-consume 
state for consumption on or off premises, with food ordering at a 
counter, rather than a table. 

(3) Add a new definition as follows: "Restaurant, Drive-in: A 
restaurant or fast food restaurant with a window designed to serve 
people in motor vehicles." 

(4) Rename "Outdoor Restaurant" as "Restaurant, Outdoor" and 
appropriately alphabetize. 

Article S2 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 4.2, Principal Uses (chart), 
Commercial Uses as follows: 

1. "Restaurant - Indoor (for food and drink). Delete "Indoor (for food 
and drink)". 

2. Add "Restaurant, Drive-in" after the existing entry, "Restaurant- 
Fast Food" and insert "N's" under each column heading. 

Article S 3 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 5.1 by inserting the following 
subparagraph after the paragraph which begins with, "Each lot shall 
have a width of not less than 

"The thinnest cross section of a lot must be greater than seventy 
feet(70ft) as determined from the length of a line segment running 
parallel to the front lot line. Rear lot access is exempt from this 
requirement." 
Articles 4 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 8 Special Provisions. Flood Hazard 
District, by deleting 8.1.4 and adding a new Section 8.1.4 as follows: 

8.1.4 The intent of this by-law is to prevent unnecessary loss of 
life or injury to waterfront residents, to reduce the need for rescue 
efforts and to prevent destruction of property by ocean water, waves 
and debris landward by high-wind storms. For the purpose of this 
by-law the Velocity Zone in Marion is the area defined as a Velocity 
Zone by the Federal Emergency Management Agency and delineated 
on the Flood Insurance Rate Map for the Town of Marion, MA revised 
February 17, 1988. 
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A. There shall be no new residential construction of any sort on lots 
completely within the Marion Velocity Zone. The only exceptions are: 

a. Seawalls, piers, groins, wharves, wiers and similar structures are 
not prohibited by this section. 

b. Lots created before the enactment of this by-law whose areas lie 
completely within the Velocity Zone may be built upon, providing 
the structure (s) is located as far landward of mean high water as 
possible. 

B. In the case of lots created before the date of enactment of this by- 
law and with areas both in the Velocity Zone and outside the Velocity 
Zone all structures built after the enactment of this by-law shall be 
located in the area outside the Velocity Zone. If this area is not 
sufficient to allow for the required zoning setbacks, the applicant may 
apply for a variance to allow lesser setbacks. 

The only exceptions are: Seawalls, piers groins, wharves, wiers and 
similar structures. 

C. Every buildable lot created after the enactment of this by-law shall 
have an adequate building area, plus the required setbacks outside 
the Velocity Zone and all structures shall be placed within this area. 
The only exceptions are: Seawalls, piers groins, wharves, wiers and 
similar structures. 

D. The landward line of the Velocity Zone must be located on the 
official lot plan by a licensed surveyor and registered with the plan at 
the Massachusetts Registry of Deeds. 

Articles 5 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law by amending Section 9.10, Site Plan 
Review Procedures and Decision, Item 3, subparagraph 5, from "The 
approval of a site plan application, or modification or amendment 
thereof, shall remain effective for a period of one year only from the 
date of such approval" To "The approval of a site plan application, 
or modification or amendment thereof, shall remain effective for a 
period of two years commencing on the filing date of the 
decision(either directly or by inaction)with the Town Clerk unless 
prior to the expiration of such two-year period, 

Article S 7 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 7.4 Uses Authorized by Special 
Permit /Dwelling, Conversion of a one-family (or an accessory 
building) to contain two dwelling units on one lot by deleting in their 
entirety paragraphs 2 and 3 and adding a new Section 8.6, Accessory 
Apartments as follows: 

8.6 Accessory Apartments 

Purpose 

The purpose of accessory apartments is to provide small additional 
dwelling units to rent without adding to the number of buildings in 
the Town, or to substantially alter the appearance of the Town. An 
accessory apartment is intended to provide alternative housing for 
elderly or handicapped residents by providing financial support for 
the owner /occupant, particularly those sixty years of age and older, 
or are handicapped and who wish to retain housing independence, 
assist in the provision of affordable housing opportunities for families 
and individuals of all ages or to enable elderly owners of single- 
family dwellings to share space and the burdens of home ownership. 
It is not the intent of this section to permit or encourage new 
dwellings and /or accessory structures to be used for apartments or to 
be used for bed and breakfast facilities. 

Procedure 

Accessory apartments may be allowed by granting of a Special 
Permit by the Board of Appeals. The Special Permit shall lapse every

three years. The Special Permit process shall be in accordance with 
procedures set forth in Section 7, Uses by Special Permit, "Dwelling, 
Conversion of a one-family (or an accessory building) to contain two 
dwelling units on one lot." In addition to those procedures, the 
following additional criteria must be met: 

Conditions 

a. A plot plan, prepared by a Registered Land Surveyor, must be 
submitted which shows the following: the existing dwelling unit and 
proposed accessory apartment, location of any septic system and 
required parking. A mortgage inspection survey, properly adapted by 
a surveyor, shall be sufficient to meet this requirement; 

b. Any special permit shall be subject to review and approval by the 
Board of Health as to sanitary wastewater disposal in full conform- 
ance with the provisions of 310 CMR 15.00 (Title V of the State 
Environmental Code). The Board of Health shall also approve 
sufficient water supply and drainage resulting from the proposed 
accessory apartment. The drainage resulting from the proposed 
accessory apartment must be adequate for the proposed accessory 
apartment. Runoff calculations are required if the building footprint or 
roof area is altered or enlarged; approve sufaccessory apartment; 

c. Certification by affidavit shall be provided that one of the two 
dwelling units shall be occupied by the owner of the property except 
for bona fide temporary absence; 

d. Not more than one accessory apartment may be established on a lot. 
The accessory apartment shall not exceed 850 square feet in floor 
space, must be smaller than the area of the main part of the dwelling 
and shall be located in the principal residential structure on the 
premises or in an accessory building; 

e. The external appearance of the structure in which the accessory 
apartment is to be located shall not be significantly altered from the 
appearance of a single-family structure, in accordance with the 
following: 

1. Any accessory apartment construction shall not create more than a 
15% increase in the gross floor space of the structure existing as of 
November 13, 2000. 

2. Any stairways or access and egress alterations serving the accessory 
apartment shall be enclosed, screened, or located so that visibility 
from public ways is minimized. 

3. Sufficient and appropriate space for at least one (1) additional 
parking space shall be constructed of materials consistent with the 
existing driveway and shall have vehicular access to the driveway. 

4. The design and size of the apartment conforms to all applicable 
standards in the health, building and other codes. 

f . Due consideration has been given to community needs, the density 
of development in the neighborhood, public safety and the adequacy 
of Town services. 

g. Special Permit will lapse upon transfer of ownership of the 
property. 

h. The building permit for the one-family dwelling must have been 
issued at least ten years prior to the special permit application date. 

Conditions for Issuance and Renewal of Special Permits 
The initial term and subsequent terms of a Special Permit for an 
accessory apartment shall expire after three years. Upon expiration of 
the term of a special permit granted under this section, the special 


permit shall be extended for an additional term upon submission by 
the permit holder of an affidavit stating: (1) that the accessory 
apartment has not been extended, enlarged, or altered to increase its 
original dimensions, as defined in the initial special in the initial 
special permit application; (2) that the principal residence remains 
owner occupied; and (3) that the resident of the accessory apartment 
is still an elderly relative, or (4) or in the case of a homeowner over 
the age of sixty is handicapped, or is a family or individual from all 
age groups in need of affordable housing opportunities, that there is 
still a demonstrated financial need to maintain the accessory 
apartment. All provisions stated in the purpose must be met. 

Decision. 

The Board of Appeals may issue a Special Permit for an accessory 
apartment upon a finding that the construction and occupancy of the 
apartment will not be detrimental to the neighborhood in which the 
lot is located and after consideration of the factors specified in this 
section.

Brotherly Love

Say It Isn't So. Starring Heather Graham and Chris 
Klein. Directed by J.B. Rogers. Running time: 93 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Many words could describe Peter and Bobby Farrelly, the 
Rhode Island filmmaking brothers behind Dumb and Dumber, 
Kingpin, There's Something About Mary, and Me, Myself & Irene: 
"outrageous," "blissfully tasteless," "genuinely hilarious." To 
this list, sadly, we must now add "generous to a fault." Say It Isn 't 
So cannot be fully blamed on them, though it does bear the 
Farrelly imprimatur ("From the guys who did There's Something 
About Mary," the ads boast). They only produced the film (and 
reportedly did a script polish), giving it to untested friends to 
write and direct — and this is where the "generous to a fault" 
comes in. 

Director J.B. Rogers (the Farrellys' former assistant director) 
and writers Peter Gaulke and Gerry Swallow (who appeared as 
motel cops in Irene) must be grateful for this shot at making their 
own movie. If only they had made their own movie. Say It Isn't So 
is like a cretinous frat boy's idea of what made Mary a hit. The 
filmmakers repay their benefactors the Farrellys with the 
insincerest form of flattery — not just imitation, but inept imitation. 
The movie piles on the grotesque sight gags and cruel humor, as 
if that were all there was to the Farrelly blockbusters. The sickest 
joke of all is that the Farrellys produced this self-ripoff; did they 
just want to compete with everyone else who's ripping them off 
(i.e., Road Trip and its ilk)? 

We have the standard Farrelly hero, Gilly (Chris Klein), a 
tender-hearted guy who works for the Animal Rescue League; he 
falls for the standard Farrelly babe, Jo (Heather Graham), a klutzy 
but sweet hairdresser. They're both very boring, with none of the 
quirks and odd background details the Farrellys usually include. 
They're ecstatic together until they learn a devastating secret 
(they must not have seen the movie's ads) — they're brother and 
sister. While Gilly is excoriated all over town for being an 
incestuous creep, the heartbroken Jo runs to devious rich boy Jack 
(Eddie Cibrian) and gets engaged to him. Then, of course, Gilly 
discovers Jo isn't really his sister, and the movie pretty much loses 




whatever point it may have had. 

What we have here is a wannabe-outrageous comedy that 
flirts with the last taboo but then retreats. This is kindergarten 
stuff. Anyone who's seen Spanking the Monkey, the 1994 mother- 
son incest comedy by David O. Russell (Three Kings), knows that 
not only can the taboo be mined for laughs, it can be mined 
brilliantly and compassionately, sans jokes about getting one's 
hand stuck up a cow's orifice, or a stroke victim talking through 
a voice enhancer bought at Wal-Mart, or various gross-outs 
involving bird poop, ear-snipping, nipple piercing, or armpit 
sweat used as a sandwich condiment. In short, the fake-incest 
angle is the least offensive aspect of the movie, which is often 
tasteless and disgusting but never, never funny. 

It's a toss-up as to who has the most thankless scenes: Chris 
Klein with a fake beard made out of pubic hair; Orlando Jones as 
a legless guy who keeps losing his artificial limbs; Sally Field, as 
Jo's mom, as a white-trash gold-digger who's ready for Jerry 
Springer; Sarah Silverman, as a cop with a crush on Jo' s rich fiance, 
treated contemptuously in a hot-tub oral-sex joke; or poor Jack 
Plotnick, a capable character actor who's been good in everything 
from Buffy the Vampire Slayer to Action, mugging unbearably as 
Jo's real brother as if auditioning for The David Arquette Story. 
Heather Graham, by virtue of not being onscreen a whole lot 
(despite her top billing), escapes most of the indignities; she 
should have escaped all of them. So should moviegoers, though 
if last weekend's opening numbers are any indication, they 
already have. Maybe American audiences are smarter than I often 
give them credit for; they know a bogus Farrelly film when they 
see (or refuse to see) one.
